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Performance Abroad 


OT long since a gentleman who has had long experi- 
ence in the export field of motor car activity made the 
statement that cars abroad are bought rather on their per- 
formance characteristics than on any other quality that they 
may possess. Now, this is entirely true if we include in the 
list of performance qualities that of economy. 
The truth is, that the average foreign buyer, particu-| 
larly the European buyer, is not habituated to the same! 
performance characteristics that American owners take for| 
granted. European car owners are willing to do with far 
less speed and power, particularly in the small car class, than | 
ours would think of accepting. They are willing to do with- 
out acceleration qualities that our buyers demand as a mat- 
ter of course. 
must have economy factors that are not necessary with us. 
Abroad they must have a fuel mileage greater than we are 
accustomed to get, because fuel with them costs from two, 
to five times as much as it does in this country. They must| 
have a smaller cylinder capacity, because the taxes over there | 
are levied on this basis and the foreign taxes are extremely | 
high, even judged by our top level in America. 
Nevertheless, given a car which combines our 
American performance characteristics of speed, power, 
pick up and general pep, with the same economy factors 
that are found in the European vehicles, and our export 
operators have a strong lever with which to pry the for- 
eign buyer loose from his money. 


“Costly Red Tape 


LL regulation is costly to the government and the pub- 

lic, and can be defended only when major public inter- 
ests are threatened.” These are the words of C. C. McChord, | 
counsel for the National Automobile Chamber of Commerce. 
They embody an extremely serious thought and one that we! 
should weigh carefully. 

Some years ago the government authorities felt that! 
it was necessary to regulate railway operations, to protect | 
the public from probable monopoly. In their turn, the rail- 
Ways are anxious to have motor truck and motor bus opera-| 
tion regulated by the government to prevent possible injury | 
to their business. 

The cases of the two transportation mediums are dif-| 
ferent. The possibility of a monopoly by railway opera-! 
tors came because of the fact that the railroads owned their | 
railed rights of way. There was no chance of competition | 
once they pooled their interests and earnings. 

With the motor truck and motor bus operators the 
exact opposite is true. They use the public highways as 
their principal means of doing business. Even if local 
laws gave a motor truck or motor bus company an exclu- 
sive franchise for a given route, competition would be 
merely temporarily removed, because any time the law 
makers chose they could throw the business into compe- 
tition by revoking the exclusive feature of the franchise. 

There is grave danger, however, that motor transporta- 
tion in its commercial aspects may be throttled in its very 
infancy by government regulation. The wiser railways are | 
recognizing that motor transport can be a useful aid rather, 
than a dangerous competitor. By throttling the infant motor | 
transport system, the railways will gain nothing, whereas’
